Daytona Beach, Fla., April 25.— 
Frank Lockhart, famous racing 
driver, was killed today when his 
Stutz Blackhawk racer turned 
over during a speed test on the 
sand speedway here. 

Lockhart was speeding down the 
beach at 200 miles an hour when 
his Stutz somersaulted twice. He 
was thrown clear of the car, and 
his limp form was picked up and 
rushed te the hospital, where it 
was found his skull had been frac- 
tured and his chest crushed. 

Lockhart was probably one of 
the most famous racing drivers in 
the world and held many cham- 
pionship titles. In 1926 he won 
the Indianapolis speedway crown, 
_driving a Miller special.

While most of the local 
salesrooms have a complete line 
of all models on display and for 
Sale, there is a scarcity noted on 
the more popular models. Imme- 
diate deliveries are becoming in- 
creasingly hard to obtain,’ and 
dealers and sales managers are 
not only wiring and writing their 
factories but are making frequent 
trips in an effort to speed up ship- 
ments. 


The situation here bears out the

prediction made by Edward S. Jor- | 
dan at the close of the Boston show. | 
In commenting on conditions in the 
industry, he made the statement 
that for about forty-five days fol- 
lowing April 1 there would not be| 
enough automobiles in the country 
to go around. His prediction has 
come true in Boston at léast, and 
the situation gives no promise of 
early abatement with sales on a con- 
stant upward curve. 

Offices of New England distribu- 
tors here are every day filled with 
New England dealers trying to in- 
crease their allotments. Reports 
from the factories where local deal- 
ers have been passing on the re- 
quests from their dealers show that 
a similar condition exists in other 
parts of the country. 

With April already more than 
half gone, buying is still continuing 
strong. and it is more than likely 
now that sales and deliveries this 
month will equal if not exceed the 
same month last year. 

It appears that local dealers

Mr. Brunn in the principal address | 
of the evening, “of designing an au- 
tomobile body. One is to lay out 
@ beautiful exterior and then fit 
the seats inside. The other is to 
lay out the seating arrangement 
first. and then design the outline. 

“To my notion, there can be no 
Substitute for comfort. First of all, 
bodies must be roomy, and greater 
comfort is unquestionably a mat- 
ter to be given more thought by 
modern designers. 

“Why do you copy each other 
@o lavishly?” he went on. “There 
is still ample opportunity for the 
development of individuality in body 
design that will conform to funda- 
mentals of comfort and conven- 
fence coupled with attractive ap- 
pearance. 

“The old, high-hung type of 
chassis had at least one advantage. 


It carried a body that gave ample | 
free | 


head room and consequent 
vision. Most of our present-day 
roofs are too low. They produce a 
feeling of being cramped and they 
Seriously interfere with the passen- 
gers’ vision. 

“A oe simpler body design, 
freed from the present over-use of 
mouldings, would produce a more 
lasting design, and one, I think, 
that would grow in appeal to the 
owner, 

“The smallest size possible for 
pillars, consistent with safety and 
strength, are highly to be recom- 
mended. With proper structural 
material it is possible to make 
pillars as small as three-quarters 
of an inch. 

“A recommendation that I would 
like to make emphatic is that 
chassis engineers give thought to 
the matter of concealing the an- 
atomy of the frame; especially in 
the rear. The fronts of most of 
our cars are now neatly and cleanly 
designed, but the rear portions are 
still unsightly, because of pipes and 
rods that obtrude and spoil the 
general effect. 

“Adjustable seats, both front and 
rear, are making steady headway. 
We must remember that it is impos- 
Sible to cut a part off the passenger, 
to make his height and size conform 
to an arbitrarily established size and 
Shape of seat. It is for us to pro- 
vide seats that will be comfortable 


for the tall and the short alike, and | 


this can be arranged by a simple! 
system of adjustment. It.is perfectly | 
possible to design seats of this type | 
that can be adjusted while driving. | 
giving the passenger and the driver | 
the comfort of a change on long 
trips. 

“Safety glass, I believe, will soon 
become standard on all sizes of 
ear. The driver of a big car is 
just as much entitled to-the safety 
it affords him and his passengers 
as the driver of a small one.
